Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Lei ston-cum -Size well  for  the  jrear  1969, 

There  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  population  for  the 
year  under  review.  This  continues  the  trend  of  the  past  few 
years 

The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  is  17.6  which  is 
higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  16,3 „  The  total 
number  of  births  -was  92,.  The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the 
District  for  the  year  was  1+8,  so  that  the  natural  increase  in 
population  due  to  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  kk. 

The  death  rate  for  the  District  for  1969  was  6.8,  well 
below  the  national  average  of  11.9.  The  causes  of  death  were 
primarily  those  due  to  failure  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system,  which  are  similar  to  the  National  trend. 

There  were  few  notifications  of  infectious  diseases during 
1969.  Only  12  cases  of  Measles  were  reported,  but  as  I  mentioned 
in  my  report  for  1968,  Measles  has  a  two  yearly  cycle,  1968 
having  been  one  oi  high  incidence.  1969  was  correspondingly  low,, 

This  low  figure  cannot  I  am  afraid  be  ascribed  to  the  success  of 
Anti— Measles  innoc ulations,  which  due  to  a  number  of  reasons  got 
off  to  a  slow  start.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  progress  in  this 
field  will  be  made  in  the  near  future. 

The  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  local  sanitary 
authority  work  in  the  District  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  R.  Eairclougb 
M.R.S.H.,  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  I  refer  you  to  that 
for  details  of  the  work  carried  out  in  this  sphere  of  the  Departments 
activities. 

May  I  express  to  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  to  members  of  the 
Council,  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  you  havo  shovm  throughout 
the  year  in  the  work  we  have  undertaken.
